The patriot riflemen might have held 
the crest against such an attack as 
that by which Ferguson tried to Ge 
‘fend it, but he could not keep it with 
the bayonet, against disappearing ri- 
flemén. It is a wonder that a man so 
experienced as he placed any reliance 
on bayonet formation. In a fashion 
it was the story of Braddock again, 
but Braddock knew nothing but the 
continental science of war, However, — 
Ferguson did not know the mountain 
rifiemen very well.
